ALL CIVIL RIGHTS SUSPENDED 


LIGNITE MINES OF NORTHWESTERN 
DISTRICT BRING ACTION AGAINST 
ERASER IN THEJLS-DISTRICT COURT 


Petition Similar to That Made to Judge Nuessle Here to Be Filed 


With Judge Amidon This Afternoon or Tomorrow—Adjutant 
General Retains Seth Richardson of Fargo as Personal Attor- 
ney—Governor Frazier Not Advised 


An action similar to that instituted in the state district court 


here yesterday, when Attorney Alfred Zuger, of Miller, Zuger & 
Tillotsen, acting for the Washburn Lignite Co., obtained 
from Judge Nuessle an order directing Adjutant General Fraser 
to show cause why he should not be restrained from continuing 
to hold possession of the company's mines at Wilton will be started 
today or tomorrow in the United States district court at Fargo by 
Attorney John E. Greene of Minot on beh.alf of a dozen or more 
lignite mines in the northwestern part of the state. 


Attorney Greene will appeal to Judge Amidon for a temporary 


injunction and an order directed to General Fraser commanding 
him to show cause why he should not refrain from further opera- 
tion of these mines and why they should not bd immediately re- 
stored to the lawful possession of their owners. 


Mr. Greene is acting for the Williston Ice & Coal Co., the 


Burlington city mine, the Conan mine, the Larson mine, the Wal- 
lace mine, Dakota, Midway, Davis and a half-dozen others. The 
petition will be similar to that filed in the state court here yester- 
_day, alleging unlawful seizure and the unconstitutional confisca- 
tion of private property rights.

THE COURT ORDER 


In granting the mining company's 


petition for an order to chow cause. 
Judge Nuesslp, in district court says 
"It appears to the court b ythe verifi- 
ed complaint of the plaintiff that th? 
plaintiff is entitled to the relief de- 
manded, and that such relief consists 
mainly in restraining the commission 
of the unlawful acts sot forth in the 
complaint, the commission and contin- 
uance of which would produce irrepar- 
able injury to the plaintiff: and the 
court deeming such application 
well 


taken and that plaintiff is entitled to 
such order, therefore it is now ordered 
that the defendants show cause before 
this court on the 19th day of Novem- 
ber why this court should not grant 
its order and injunction to the de- 
fendants commanding them and each 
of them and their agents, servants, em- 
ployes and successors in office to re- 
frain from taking, holding and retain- 
ing possession of plaintiff's real 
es- 


tate and personal property, and com-

Attorney General's Office Will Move For Dismissal of Action 


Brought By Washburn Lignite Co. Before Judge Nuessle— 
Fraser Retains Fargo Lawyer as Personal Counsel to Aid 
Assistant Attorney General 


The state in defending Adjutant General 


Eraser's seizure of the lignite mines of North Da- 
kota in district court tomorrow will contend that 
this court, which issued an order directing the ad- 
jutant general to show cause, has no jurisdiction 
in the matter, it was intimated today. 


It was said that the state will hold that Gover- 


nor Frazier's proclamation of martial law last 
Thursday suspended all civil rights, and that no 
civil court has a right to try any issue arising out 
of this action so long as martial law prevails. 


In other words, the state will 


hold that under martial law the 
governor's rights are supreme, 
and that the operation of the 
courts and of all other civil func- 
tions is suspended. 


Assistant Attorney General 


George K. Foster will represent 
the state in urging dismissal of 
the action brought by the Wash- 
burn Lignite Co., praying an 
order restraining the adjutant 
general from interfering with 
the operation of their property. 
Adjutant General Fraser will be 
personally represented by Seth 
B. Richardson of Fargo.

There is a fine note of Americanism running 


through the engineers' approval of the proposed 
new industrial commission. It sets forth in plain 
language a "doctrine of right and justice which 
must appeal to the overwhelming majority of 
labor unionists who would rule by ballot, who be- 
lieve in the gospel of true democracy as preached 
and practiced in the United States. 


The engineers—85,000 of them—admit this is 


a period of labor unrest, of disputes between em- 
ployer and employe, of a high cost of living, but 
they firmly pledge themselves and their organiza- 
tion to work for a solution—not by general strike, 
by riot, by bloodshed, by horror—but by getting 
together and talking things over and settling them 
in man-to-man fashion. 


The B. L. E. will have none of the Bolshevik 


firebrand and bullet, preferring the good old 
United States methods (tried and tested) of the 
conference and the ballot. 


GAMBLING RETURNS 


A gamblng craze sweeps the earth. American 


investors are losing hundreds of millions in stock 
speculation. 


The finances of great nations go on a lottery 


basis. Germany. France and the all-Russian gov- 
ernment at Omsk will float lottery loans, adopting 
the Chinese method. 


The British parliament receives a petition, 


signed by 100 members, urging prize bonds. They 
would keep English money at home instead of 
flowing into continental lotteries. 


The German lottery plan will create ten new 


millionaires annually for the next eighty years. 
A heavy mortgage on the future. 


France goes her one better. She plans a lottery- 


loan that will yield a first prize of §250,000 and 
two numbers worth §100.000 every day for two 
years. Thereafter fop eighteen years two prizes 
of $230,000 each will be drawn weekly. 


And here we were, believing that gambling— 


like John Barleycorn—was vanished from the 
civilized world. 


He is one of civilization's oldest settlers. 
Plutarch spun a yarn about how Mereurv 


they elect. If the men fail them, the measure 
are lost. 


So we have a long path to tread before w 


achieve complete democracy. Such democracy 
would allow us as a nation not only to vote on th 
laws that shall govern us, but what is often mor 
vitally important, there would be a way wherebj 
we could vote upon the industrial disputes whicl 
affect our job, our comfort, our food and raiment 
our very lives. 


It is this spirit of perfected democracy which 


is the essence of the plan for a court of industry 
which The Tribune presents to its readers today 
The court would hold hearings on industrial dis 
putes just as any other court does in ordinary 
cases. And having rendered its decision, there 
would be an appeal to a higher court, just as there 
is in our ordinary courts. Only in this instance 
the appeal would lie to the highest form of su- 
preme court that we can conceive of. It woulc 
jo to the sovereign American people. 


We can't imagine either capital or labor ob- 


ecting to that. As the majority of people are 
workers, the working men in carrying a case from 
he decision of the court of inquiry to a nation- 
wide referendum, would have nothing to fear from 
he voters if their demands were in a way fair, rea- 
sonable and justified.
